These 
ardent  impressions  we  doubtless  derive  from  divine  Providence,  to  de¬ 
fine  or  investigate  which  is  not  within  the  province  of  human  na¬ 
ture.  T o  attempt  it,  would  be  an  act  of  the  most  absurd  and  danger¬ 
ous  temerity  of  which  mankind  could  be  guilty.
